Valedictory  Address 


"Mr.  Saunders,  members  of  the  staff,  fellow  graduates,  ladies  and 
gentlemen:  Why  high  school  graduation  is  also  called  Commencement  has 
probably  puzzled  every  student  since  the  tradition  began.  Commencement  of 
what?  ibelievethebest  answer  is  commencement  of  education.  Tonight  must 
not  be  the  end  point,  but  the  beginning  point  for  all  of  us.  We  now  have  an 
infinite  number  of  directions  in  which  toextend  our  knowledge  and  the  further 
we  extend  it,  the  fuller  our  lives  will  be. 

The  instruction  we  received  at  S.C.I  .&T  .S  .  is  called  formal  education 
and  does  not  apply  directly  to  life  afterwards.  A  formal  education  merely 
supplies  the  tools  the  student  needs  to  begin  his  more  important  self-education. 
Whether  a  person  attends  university  or  nursing  school,  goes  out  to  work  or 
marries  after  high  school  he  needs  to  use  these  tools  to  learn  about  life.  A 
high  school  graduate  knows  so  little  about  it. 

The  common  student  complaint  that  what  he  is  supposed  to  learn  wil  I  not 
help  him  in  life  is  often  valid.  The  things  he  learns  from  his  parents  and  in 
clubs  and  sports  ore  more  important  for  that.  But  in  secondary  school  today 
the  material  learned  is  not  nearly  as  important  as  the  abilities  developed  while 
learning  it.  These  include  the  ability  to  think  logically,  to  make  judgments, 
and  to  learn.  It  is  not  the  material  but  the  abilities  themselves  which  are  of 
great  use  in  life  .  And  a  major  chunk  of  life,  I  think,  has  to  be  self-education 
achieved  through  learned  reading  and  discussion  .  Self-education  begins  after 
high  school  .  Even  in  university  most  of  what  we  learn,  high  school  education 
is,  the  better  equipped  we  ore  to  teach  ourselves. 

George  Bernard  Shaw  once  said,  "He  who  can  does.  He  who  cannot 
teaches."  I  think  his  meaning  in  those  few  words  is  very  clear  and  by  no 
means  complimentary  to  the  teaching  profession.  I  also  think  he  is  wrong. 
Teachers  are  the  basis  of  all  formal  education  which  is  probably  the  most 
important  concern  of  the  world  today.  Teaching  is  also  one  of  the  most  chal- 
lenging occupations .  It  was  from  the  teachers  here  at  S.C.I,  and  T.S.  that 
we  graduates  received  both  our  practical  learning  from  clubs  and  sports  and 
the  education  so  vital  to  our  future.  The  results  from  Toronto  show  that  they 
guided  us  through  this  education  very  well  .  Our  students  have  done  better  in 
this  centennial  year  than  in  many  previous  years.  Thus  on  behalf  of  all  the 
graduates  here  tonight  I  would  like  to  say  to  all  the  teachers  at  SCITS,  thank 
you,  ourappreciotion  now  is  only  a  particle  of  what  it  will  be  in  the  future  ."
